Private Neibaur distinguished himself when the Rainbow Division 
took Cote de Chatillon in October by stopping an enemy charge against 
a ridge single-handed with his automatic after all others of his patrol 
detachment had been killed or wounded.

“Our Tomorrows Are Filled 
With Peril and Our Todays 
With Warning,” Illinoisan 
Declares. 
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| By- the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—Public | 
Opinion and not military force should 
and will be the chief factor in en- 
forcing decrees of a league of na- 


tions, Senator Lewis of Illinois, 
Democrat, declared today in an ad- 
dress in the Senate. It was public | 
opinion, he said, that brought about 
_the defeat of Germany, and it is to 
|public opinion that the world must | 
look in the future to preserve peace. | 

Senator Lewis said that because of | 
the demands that may be made by 
some nations as against others, the | 
successful operation of the league | 
may furnish greater cause for ap-| 
prehension than its failure to func- 
tion. Llustrating, he said: 

“In Asia, Japan, taking China in 
her guardianship, will solicit Brit- | 
/ain and France to demand of us, as 
a faithful ally, the abolishment of) 
exclusion of the Asiatic from our cit- | 
izenship. And, if these European al- | 
lies decline, they become the vic- | 
tims of Japan's natural discrimina- | 
tion in trade. 

“If they consent and successfully 
prevail upon us, promptly will they 
exact of Japan and her associates to | 
command us to take down the bar- | 
riers of obstruction to Europe in. 
South and Central America—called | 
the Monroe doctrine. From _  aijll 
these our tomorrows are filled with | 
| perils and our todays with a warn- 
ing. 

“We must insist now on unre- 
| stricted freedom of the seas. I de- 
fine this for the United States to be 
|an open sea, free ports, free harbors 
' to us, to the same extent any nation 
/extends to its own people and as ex- | 
tended by the United States to other | 
nations. I feel that to it a free use 
of the canal as to Britain, to free 
| Mediterranean as to France is due in 
exchange for our making our Pana- | 
ma canal and Manila bay free to 
these nations. From these demands 
we will run counter to a self serv- 
ing interest long preserved by these 

people as their policy of commer- 
cial preservation. For us to demand | 
| the abandonment of these means 
_confugion and embarrassment, from 
| which can follow what has followed | 
| from similar situations in past years 
|—conflict. |

THE SAME OLD BEEF TRUST. 

The finding of the Federal Trade Commission on the 
monopoly practices of five Chicago packing corpora- 
tions will, of course, be ridiculed by the five corpora- 
tions themselves, under whose new policies liberal re- 
sort is made to publicity. 

They will disparage the capacity and disinterestedness 
of the bocy that has made the finding and show the 


small margin on which the individual animal turned into 
food products is handled, a margin that becomes a 
very generous one on the total turn over of the combine. 

We must remember, however, that the finding is made 


by an official body lacking motive for misrepresentation 
and that many of the facts on which its conclusions are 
based may easily be established from other sources. It 
shows that there are no less than 108 different enter- 
prises, some of them of large importance, which are 


|/owned jointed or severally by two or more of the pack- 
| ing conc : 


rns; that purchases of livestock in the prin- 
cipal marxets are made collusively, the different corpora- 
tions sharing on a percentage basis such livestock as is 
bought; that this virtual elimination of all but camonu- 
flage competition in buying has a natural consequence 
in the elimination of all but the same sort of competi- 
tion in selling; that they are all the time up to their old 
tricks in resorting to unfair methods in suppressing 
possible rivals; that agents acting for all the packers 
control certain activities; that information obtained by 
one is shared by all and that a machinery exists for 
reaching understandings on common policies and com- 
mon action. , 

The detailed situation at the chief buying and selling 
markets of the country is exposed convincingly. In 
fact, the Beef Trust of today is shown to us in the 
old contour and visage with which we have been so fa- 
miliar in former years. However, there is this differ- 
ence: It is bigger than it used to be. Its contro! is all 
the time being extended to necessities other than meat 
products. It has its grasp on not only lard, but lard 
substitutes; on dairy and poultry products, on fruits and 
fruit juices, on various sorts of canned goods, on soaps 
and soap substitutes and many other things. 

It was the public’s hope that the Government, under 
its extraordinary powers, would take possession of the 
Beef Trust during the war, as contemplated by an act of 
Congress, and reorganize it, dissociate it completely 
from its former abuses and remove for all time 
its clutch on the pockets of producers andi con- 
sumers. That this was not done has seemed disap- 
pointing. Doubtless, however, it was feared that this 
powerful agency in food supply might be demoralized by 
a change in a time of food emergency, or it may have 
been believed that the Government, with land and ocean 
transport on its hands, as well as the conduct of a great 
war, had assumed as much responsibility as it was safe 
to assume. 

We come from war to the less summary and less ef- 
fective processes of peace, with the Beef Trust pre 
senting the same old problem it has presented for a 
quarter of a century. By what means is a solution of 
the problem to be sought when so many attempts have 
failed in the past? Crimiinal procedure in a community 
so predisposed in favor of the trust as Chicago has al- 
ready been shown to be unpromising.. Would criminal 
proceedings at some of its other centers of activity be 
less hopeless? Perhaps civil procedure can discover a 
remedy. Perhaps new legislation would aid. What new 
legislation, bowever, could be more explicit and drastic 
than that of the present? Real enforcement of law has 
not yet been tried. It is worth trying. 


TREASURY SECRETARY GLASS. 

The selection of Carter Glass as Mr. McAdoo’s suc- 
cessor may be open to the criticism that he comes from 
the Southern section of the country to which Mr. Wilson 
is charged with showing a preference in appointments. 
But that is not a very serious criticism and will not 
have a feather’s weight against an intelligent discharge 
of his duties. Not only has Mr. Glass unusual qualifica- 
tions for his new office, but—what is of almost as much 
importance—those qualifications have during a long 
period been made known to the country in such manner 
as to inspire confidence. In fact, his selection for the 
post was reported a year ago last March, when it was 
said Mr. McAdoo would retire after Mr. Wilson's 
second inauguration, a report unfulfilled until the end 
of the war. 

Mr. Glass had an important part in the authorship 
of the Federal Reserve Bank law, the bill bearing his 
name, and as chairman of the Banking and Currency 
Committee has had an intimate knowledge of Treasury 
affairs and has been in close touch with all the prob- 
lems of war finance. Reasons exist for predicting that 
he will be successful in meeting the difficult financial 
problems of peace and that he will administer his de- 
partment in the interest of the whole people, and not 
in the interest of a Wall street or other clique.

Abolish Child Labor. |

HE employment of children in pre- 

mature labor is an assault upon the 
foundations of healthy society. It has no 
more place in this country than slavery. 
It is slavery. 

Yet in some districts it is not only tol- 
erated but protected. The Tribune be- 
lieves in local self-government, but in a 
case such as this the interest of the whole 
nation is involved and benighted local- 
ities have no more right to permit this 
evil than they have to create breeding 
places of physical disease. 

We earnestly hope, therefore, that the 
bill drawn by Senators Lenroot, Kenyon, 
and Pomerene to avoid the constitutional 
defects which defeated the former child 
labor act will be vigorously pressed to 
passage and thereafter promptly en- 
forced. 

The bill makes use of the taxing power, 
proposing a prohibitive excise tax on all 
products of child labor, the tax to be ad- 
ditional to all other taxation. 

It will have the usual selfish and pur- 
blind opposition, but there is no doubt 
what the will of the American people is 
as to abolition of this shameful institu- 
tion Congress will pass the new bill and 
the President will sign it gladly. No time 
should be lost in getting it on the stat- 
ute books and into strict enforcement.

LTHOUGH there are already 

A scores of the narrative of the 
first battle of the Somme, the 

simplest and the best account is that 

contained in the official report of 

Field Marshal Sir Douglas Haig, and 

it may be doubted if America’s share 

in the winning of the final campaign 
of the war will ever be more con- 


in the modest and straightforward 
statement of Gen. Pershing. What 
we did in the war is all set forth 
there with only the value of the serv- 
ice unappraised. 

It is, too, a wonderful story. On 
April 20, at Seichprey, we had a skir- 
mish, memorable only for a ,certain 
quality which it disclosed in our 
young troops. On April 26, our first 
division went into action and took 
Cantigny, held it, broke the counter 
attacks. Cantigny is the beginning. 
We arrived there after the first flood 
of the German rush had been 
checked; we opened the process of 
regaining lost ground. 

A little more than a month later 
Ludendorff wins his last victory and 
bursts across the Aisne. In that 
critical hour American divisions, 
gathered up from rest camps, seized 
upon in the moment of supreme ne- 
cessity, appear on the road to Paris 
and: south*of the bridge across the 
Marne at Chateau-Thierry. "TA both 
places we held. The marines now 
win glory and the road'to Paris is 
barred. We were the last reserve in 
that moment, and, little as we had 
to give, it was just enough. 

German Is Hard Pressed. 


Another month and the tide turns. 
While divisions of ours share the 
burden of breaking Ludendorff’s 
final bid for success, others are with 
*"Mangin in the spearhead of Foch's 
counter-offensive. Ours is only a 
smaller share. It is Gouraud who 
breaks the German attack, the pick 
of the French storm troops are with 
Mangin. But we are a part. All 
through the next weeks our divisions 
begin to get in and share in rolling 
the Gerf@hktis back from the Marne 
to the Vami@é and the Aisne. 

Then at last the greater chance 
comes, we have an army and in mid- 
September our army fights its first 
battle at St. Mihiel. It marks the 
first recession of the German from 
ground held since 1914. He loses 
towns.and territory, he loses 16,000 
prisoners,. while our casualties are 
but 7000. This is our first real blow, 
but more is to come shortly. 

As it stands in the last days of 
September, the German is hard 
pressed on all fronts. His retreat has 
begun and for this retreat he has 
two routes, that northward through 
Liege, that southward through Se- 
dan. It is to be our mission to close 
the souchern door. If we can, then 
so great is the concentration of men, 
material and munitions, which the 
Germans have in four years accumu- 
lated in France and Belgium, a dis- 
aster is bound to follow. The Liege 
neck of the bottle is too narrow to 
serve the purpose. 


So from Sept. 26 to Nov. 11 we 
fight to close that Sedan gateway. 


One army grows to two, and besides — 


we lend divisions to help in Filan- 
ders and Champagne. We lack tan 

and war material, for our allies pn 

all their resources elsewhere. We 
have to make men serve for ma- 
chines.

To the end 
his troops fought well and the skill 
of hjs command was unmistakable, 
but he lacked the force. His vic- 
tories were local and of passing im- 
portance, his defeats were heavy and 
his battle losses irreplaceable. 
finally we had the abdication of Fon- 
tainbleau, companion plece to the 
armistice of Senlis.. 

When Ludendorff began his last

campaign our allies were outnum- 


bered by upwards of 40 divisions and 
we had one division ready. When it 
ended we had 40 divisions, 30 in the 
field, 10 serving as material to re- 
place wastage. More than all else 
this tells the story of the campaign 
of 1918. Seichprey with a regiment, 
Cantigny with a division, not more 
than three divisions at the Marne in 
June, perhaps twice as many in July 
and then—one army at St. Mihiel in 
September, two between the Seille 
and the Bar in October. 


Great Disaster Avoided. 


We were the last reserve of civiil- 
zation, we arrived terribly late upon 
a field on which disaster had been 
avoided only by the supreme and 
unbelievable heroism and devotion 
of our associates. But having ar- 
rived we gave all that we had un- 
hesitatingly, and what we gave was 
placed in the hands of one of the 
greatest captains of all time. 

The winning of this war is not the 
single achievement of any nation, 
comparisons of amounts contributed 
will not be made by those who 
shared all the tasks loyally and to 
the limit of their capacities. It is 
for our alltes to appraise the value 
of our services, but they will be the 
first to recognize that national sénse 
of deep and lasting pride in our 
young army, newly come from farm 
and factory, which made the cam- 
paign of the Meuse of 1918, broke 
the German lines, closed the Sedan 
gateway and wefe on the road to 
Germany, itself, when the foe sur- 
rendered. 

As for Gen. Pershing, his personal 
achievement is revealed in 
his army, and he wisely and chaFac- 
teristically leaves it at that. But 
how many foolish tongues will be ai- 
lenced by the generous and just 
tribute he makes to our associates— 
abominable word—to our allies!

The feeling aroused in Congress 
frome sense that it has not been suf- 
ficiently taken into the President's 
confidence in the negotiation of the 
momentous treaties to be undertak- 
en at Versailles, gives pertinency to 
a review of the President’s powers in 
treaty-making as they appear in the 
Constitution and practice of the 
United States. 

In the second section of Article Il 
‘of the Constitution, it is declared: 

“He (the President) shall have 
power, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, to make 
treaties, provided two-thirds of 
the Senators present concur; and 
he shall nominate, and by and with 
the advice and consent of the Sen- 
ate. shall appoint Ambassadors, 
other public Ministers and Consuls, 
Judges of the Supreme Court, and 
all other officers of the United. 
States whose appointments are not 
herein otherwise provided for, and 
which shall be established by law, 
etc.” 

In accordance with this consti- 
tutional provision the Senate, on 
Aug. 2, 1789, adopted a rule of pro- 
cedure to be followed whenever the 
President should seek its advice in 
the matter of negotiating treaties, 
by whith he would come to the Sen- 
ante chamber and meet with the 
Senators, acting during the time as 
the presiding officer. Accordingly, 
Washington visited the Senate short- 
ly after his election, in company 
with Gen. Knox, his Secretary of 
War, to advise with the body on
